WHEREAS, the goal of the UC Berkeley Honor Code is to strengthen the culture of honesty, integrity, 
and mutual respect among students, and incorporate the Honor Code into the social 
consciousness of the campus community; and 



WHEREAS, the proposed text of the Honor Code: "As a member of the UC Berkeley community, I 
act with honesty, integrity, and respect for others"; and 



WHEREAS, there will be a multimodal campaign to weave the Honor Code into the fabric of the UC 
Berkeley academic experience, including but not limited to: 

In classes: prominent mention in course syllabi, signed statements on exams and 
papers, discussions in class 

In campus life: discussions in student and faculty orientations (CalSO), posters in 
residential halls, banners on campus, signs in classrooms, on the Berkeley website, etc. 

On exams: inclusion of an affirmative "Honor statement" students must sign during 
exams in the form of a positive affirmation that students will check when they submit 
their SIR 



WHEREAS, the adoption of the Honor Code will not change policies of the current Code of Student 
Conduct nor the process of dealing with violations of the Code of Student Conduct; and 



WHEREAS, the adoption of the Honor Code will not impact the proctoring of exams at UC Berkeley; 
and 



WHEREAS, honor codes are generally associated with private universities, some of which only 

operate through their honor codes and have neither a legalistic Code of Student Conduct 
nor proctored exams; and 



WHEREAS, UC Berkeley would model its Honor Code off of the University of Virginia that has both 
proctored exams, a student conduct process, and also a prominent honor code ethos 
woven into the fabric of academic life at that school. 



THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, The Associated Students of the University of California stands in 
strong support of the adoption, implementation, and progressive integration of the Honor Code at the 
University of California, Berkeley; and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, The ASUC President should communicate the ASUC's support of the 
Honor Code to the Student Body, Academic Senate, and all other campus entities and communities; and, 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, The ASUC Senate urges the Academic Senate to pass a similar 
resolution and the ASUC President propose a resolution in the STA Committee to the Academic Senate 
upon which she sits; and, 

BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, The ASUC Ad Hoc Committee on Marketing and Publicity will 
communicate the adoption of the Honor Code as well as the ASUC's support of the implementation of 
the code.

WHEREAS, Jesus Navarro, a 35-year old Oakland resident, who is an undocumented immigrant; and, 

WHEREAS, Navarro's wife, Alicia, who is also undocumented and they have a 3-year old daughter, 
Karen Jacqueline; and, 

WHEREAS, Navarro worked in the Pacific Steel foundry in Berkeley for 14 years but recently he lost 
his job as a result of immigration raid in the company; and, 

WHEREAS, Eight years ago, Navarro's kidneys began to shut down and seek for immediate medical 
attention in the University of California, San Francisco; and, 

WHEREAS, Navarro was a top of the list in UCSF last May 2011; and, 

WHEREAS, However, UCSF Medical Center administrators refused to perform his transplant due to 
his immigration status, especially the Medical Center lack of confidence in Navarro's 
ability to afford the medical care; and, 

WHEREAS, the UCSF hospital won't perform the transplant without a guarantee of payment for the 
expensive drugs and other treatments; and, 

WHEREAS, the denial of Navarro's transplant surgery based on his immigration status is simply 
wrong and inhumane; and, 

WHEREAS, Narravero will die if he does not receive life-saving kidney transplant, leaving his wife 
and a 3-year old daughter behind in the United States; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, ASUC firmly stands in support of Jesus Navarro to receive a life- 
saving kidney transplant surgery in UCSF; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, ASUC will sign online petition in support of Jesus

and,

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, The ASUC Senate recognize Design for America (DFA) as a 1 st year 
Student Activity Group (SAG) and allocate $150 from the Senate Contingency Fund to DFA. 
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A Bill in Support of Opting Out Secure Communities Policy 
and to Support AB 1081, the TRUST Act

WHEREAS, U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) has developed a collaboration program 
between local police and Immigration and Custom Enforcement (ICE), known as "Secure 
Communities," which requires the sharing of fingerprint information at the point of booking 
by local or state law enforcement, citizen or non-citizen, no matter the severity, with the 
Department of Homeland Security/ICE; and, 

WHEREAS, Since implementation of "S-COMM," about 70% of the individuals deported as a result of 
the program have no criminal record, or have been found to have committed only minor 
crimes, whom are survivors of domestic violence who called the police for help; 1 and, 

WHEREAS, The program has torn apart local communities throughout the country and has further 
alienated immigrant communities from local police; and, 

WHEREAS, S-Comm gives dangerous discretion to individual police officers to falsely arrest or 

overcharge immigrants, who would then be deported. This increases racial profiling and will 
further alienate immigrants who are witness or victims of crimes from the police; and, 

WHEREAS, victims of violence, including survivors of domestic violence such as Norma whose story was 
in the Los Angeles Times; 2 have been swept up into deportation proceedings by S-Comm 
after calling the police for help, the U.S. Congressional Hispanic Caucus, the U.S. 
Congressional Progressive Caucus, and the Los Angeles Congressional Delegation have all 
called upon President Obama to suspend the S-Comm Program nationally because of 
concerns regarding racial profiling and the harm caused to victims of violence; and, 



WHEREAS, As a result of S-comm policy, thousands of families members were separated and reported 
for deportation without due process; and, 

WHEREAS, Obama administration had deported about 1.06 million immigrants through S-Comm policy 
as of September 12, 2011, against 1.57 million in Bush's two full presidential terms; 3 and,

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WHEREAS, Despite S-Comm policy stated focus on terrorists or immigrants with criminal backgrounds, 
more than half of those deported had no criminal records, of those who had criminal 
backgrounds, seven out of ten committed minor violations such as shoplifting; and, 

WHEREAS, The S-Comm is not a practical solution to fix our broken immigration system; and, 

WHEREAS, California should not follow an Arizona example by becoming more of a police state; and, 

WHEREAS, Opting out of this voluntary, dangerous program will protect public safety and help keep 
families together; and, 

WHEREAS, California assembly member Tom Ammiano introduced a bill AB1081 (TRUST Act), which 
would give local governments the right to opt-out of the controversial Secure Communities 
program; and, 

WHEREAS, Currently AB1081 referred to California Congress Committee on Appropriations; and, 

WHEREAS, If AB1081 passes in California, this would allow local government to opt out S-Comm 
policy; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, ASUC firmly stands in support of opting out S-Comm policy and to 
support AB1081, TRUST Act; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, ASUC will support any events that would educate and 
spread awareness about S-Comm policy on campus; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, The Student Advocate Office and UCPD office will 
thoroughly review on S-Comm policy and report back to ASUC for suggestions to ensure that all Berkeley 
residents would not be affected by S-Comm on campus and on local level; and, 



THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, ASUC will make efforts to collaborate with Berkeley 
City Council members to opt-out S-Comm and to support the TRUST Act; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, ASUC calls Governor Brown and Attorney General 
Harris to terminate or suspend S-COMM in California, and asks for their support of AB 1081, the TRUST 
Act, which is pending state legislation that would permit localities to opt out of the program; and 

THEREFORE BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, ASUC calls President Barack Obama, Secretary Janet 
Napolitano, California Senators Dianne Feinstein and Barbara Boxer, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, John Boehner, to take steps to pass just, fair, and comprehensive immigration reform, rather 
than strengthen deeply flawed police/ICE collaboration programs.

WHEREAS, The Berkeley City Council is in the middle of considering an amendment to Berkeley 
Municipal Code Chapter 13.48; and,

WHEREAS, While the city officials believe they are addressing the issue of public nuisance by 
making this amendment, a change to Exhibit B only addresses the problem of repeat 
offenders and does not address Exhibit A policies that have broader deterrence to public 
nuisance in general; and, 

WHEREAS, The ASUC does not support amendments to the current Exhibit A policy; and 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, The Associated Student of the University of California formally 
opposes the proposed policy changes to Exhibit B from 120 to 180 days; and

WHEREAS, our University prides itself on equality, acceptance, and promoting the best interests of all

1. ) A tradition of engaging, hands-on disability education. 

2. ) A movement to improve adaptive facilities and sports programs on campus. 

3. ) Excitement among students to participate in this fun, athletic event; and 

WHEREAS, participation in team sports has been shown to have a positive effect on future life 

success for able-bodied youth, and the benefits of sport are even more dramatic for youth 
with disabilities; and 

WHEREAS, for youth with disabilities, there is a tragic lack of opportunity to access these kinds of 
athletic activities that are available to able-bodied people. Adequate adaptive sports and 
recreation programs are not offered by most schools (including UC Berkeley) or by most 
city recreation departments; and 
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WHEREAS, this lack of sports opportunity for people with disabilities is even more pertinent 
considering the high rate of secondary health problems (obesity, diabetes and 
hypertension) people with disabilities regularly suffer as a result of inactivity; and 



WHEREAS, BORP provides disabled youth with the opportunity to regularly exercise in a competitive 
team setting. This competitive setting helps players develop positive body images, 
establish healthy living habits, increase their athletic prowess, gain independence, and 
take responsibility not only for their success in the program, but also for their own 
success in life; and; 



WHEREAS, over the past 10 years: 

a. ) 98% of BORP's youth alumni have graduated from high school. 

b. ) Over 80% have gone on to college. 

c. ) Over 70% are employed. 

d. ) These statistics are in sharp contrast with national data on disabled populations, 
and are particularly impressive given the fact that the majority of BORP 
participants come from low-income households; and

WHEREAS, In the Spring of 2005, a small but committed group of students pooled their resources and 
formed UC Berkeley's first Taiko group; and,

WHEREAS, One year later, following countless hours of carrying tires to Sproul and slowly hand- 
crafting the group's first drums, Cal Taiko had its inaugural performance at Cal Day on 
April 22, 2006; and, 

WHEREAS, Since then, the group has established its presence on campus as Raijin Taiko, or more 
casually, "those drummers on Sproul"; and, 

WHEREAS, Raijin Taiko practices two to three times a week and performs original repertoire; and, 

WHEREAS, Modern Taiko, as it is known today in its ensemble (Kumi-daiko) art form, dates back 
only half a century to the post war Jazz musician Daihachi Oguchi : and, 

WHEREAS, Oguchi was the first artist to bring Taiko together in an ensemble format, using multiple 
drums and rhythms within a single arrangement; and, 

WHEREAS, When the Japanese government established funds aimed at the preservation of Japanese 
culture, a reaction against increasing Western influence in Japan, Taiko groups began 
forming all throughout the country; and, 

WHEREAS, Since its origins 40 years ago, North American Taiko has taken off as a popular art form, 
fusing traditional drumming with many modern styles of music; and, all throughout the 
country; and, 

WHEREAS, the Cal Raijin Taiko Spring Showcase will be held on Sunday April 8 at 6:30 pm at Julia 
Morgan Center for the Arts; and,
